African journey enlightens 
local woman to other cultures 

Rothrock takes 
three-month 
Kenyan study

"I've gtiU got jet l>g, so I'm 
pretty tired." Kirsten Rothrock 
warned as she settled down on the 
so£a at her Baycliff home. 

"It feels like it's 10 p.m. to me," 
she continued, although her watch 
only showed it was early afternoon. 

Rothrock defmitely has reason to 
be tired. Following a three-month 
trek through Kenya on a study 
abroad jH'ogram, she recently re- 
turned home to snow, ice and the 
hassles of holiday i»q>arations. 

"It's like, 'Wow, this is so 
strange.' When 1 left Kenya it was 
70 degrees. Tlien I get home and it's 
snowing," she reflected. 

The daughter of Louise 
and Gordon Rothrock of Virginia 
Beach, the college junior is still 
reeling from the excitement of an 
opportunity to contrast Western and 
non- Western cultures and values. 

The trip was made possible 
through the International Studies 
Program at Earlham College in In- 
diana college, where Rothrock is 
majoring in biok)gy. 

Led by Earlham philosophy pro- 
fessor Jan Slagter, the group of 21 
students travelled widely, studying 
the ecology of African animals 
through direct field observation and 
investigating causes and effects of 
Kenya's high population growth 
rate. 

Rothrock also enjoyed home- 
stays with two native families, one 
in Nairobi and the other in Weston 
Province. 

Spreading 18'packages of newly- 
developed fibn before her and wear- 
ing native ^wehy she acquired in 
her travels, Rothrock said. "It was a 
long trip, so it will take a while to 
talk about it" 

And so Rothrock began her tale 
of a journey many people would . 
love to take.

Governor L. Douglas Wilder's 
prcqxised budget for 1994-96 is bad 
news on t)ie local front 

A proposed new garbage tax has 
e^iecially caused area government 
officials, who have waked with the 
Southeastern Public Service 
Authority (SPSA) to take care of 
their refuse disposal so that tipping 
tees here are among the lowest in 
the state, are facing almost a one- 
third increase in the tax. 

A $10-per-ton. statewide tax for 
solid waste disposal in a landfill or 
combination unit would be added to 
the regular tipping fee. 

SPSA member communities -' 
Chesapeake, Franklin, Norfolk, 
Portsmouth, Suffolk, Virginia Be- 
ach and the counties of Isle of 
Wight and Southampton - now pay 
a $34 tipping fee for municipal col- 
lections. 

Suffolk, where the SPSA landfill 
is located, pays nothing for munic- 
ipal collection. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf, who 



Tuesday addressed the Senate 
Finance Committee House 
Appropriations Committee and 
H(Hise Finance Committee at the 
Pavilion to oppose the tax. said the 
monej^collected from the tax A«buld 
be di^buted to local governments 
in which waste disposal facilities 
arekx:ated. 

She noted that Suffolk, as a host 
locality, already receives significant 
incentives from the other jurisdic- 
tions in SPSA. and that additfonal 
incentives are neither warranted yx 
justified. 

Obemdorf also pointed out that 
several counties in Virginia have 
agreed to host private waste dis- 
posal facilities and are receiving 
substantial sums of money on an 
annual basis from. the private com- 
panies operating those waste dis- 
posal facilities. 

Obondorf said the budget is "not 
kxal-govemment friendly." 

She also objected to the reduction 
in House Bill S99 funding for local 
governments for law enforcement 
purpo^s and the elimination of 
funding for fringe benefits for con- 
stiuitional officers. 

Obemdorf said the reduction may 



take place and the legislation to re- 
place the revenue may not pass. 

The governor proposes local gov- 
ernments care for the displaced pa- 
sons for $15,000 per person per 
year. 

"No jurisdiction needs more 
homeless, mentally ill persons 
walking about, and this is what the 
governor's proposal would accom- 
plish," she said. 

Govemor-EIect George Allen has 
indicated he will veto most tax in- 
creases, and this could very easily 
be packaged as a tax increase, she 



Obemdorf also expressed concern 
about the cuts proposed for beds at 
Eastern State Mental Hospital,- 
which cost the stale approximately 
$55,000 a year, 

Obemdorf also said she thought 
more resources should be allocated 
for a response to the 1995 Base 
Alignment and Closure 
Commission (BRAC) than is pro- 
posed by Wilder. 

The Hampton Roads Planning 
District Commission,, she said, will 
be requesting state funding of $1 
million to assist in that effort.

City spending $1 .3 
million on drainage 
for complex, area

T^e Central Business District 
(CBD) in tl)p Pei^bfEdce area is un- 
dergoing a reaargeiice of activity 
with the investment of a Maryland 
company in an entertainment retail 
complex. 

The city is helping out by spend- 
ing $1.3 million on a regional 
drainage facility, which would serve 
the complex and otha undeveloped 
and redevelq;)ed sites in the area. 

Capitol Industries of Maryland 
Inc. is acquiring 10 acres of land at 
Virginia Beach Boulevard and 
Constitution Drive for the construc- 
tion of a 12-screen movie cinema 
and a reuiil emporium consisting of 
an approximately S2,000-square- 
foot movie cinema, a 30.000- 
square-foot retail complex and a 
2,500-square-fo6t out-parcel com- 
mercial building. 

City council Tuesday appropri- 
ated $1.3 million for the drainage 
facility, a retention BMP (best 
management practices) which will 
serve the area bounded by 
Independence Boulevard, Virginia 
Beach Boulevard, Beasley Drive and 
the Norfolk Southern Railroad 
tracks. 

At the same time, the city entered 
into an agreement with Capitol 



Industries which will make a one- 
time payment of $198,000 to the 
city to tie into the off-site retention 
pond. 

Capitol will also pay the city- 
wide storm water management util- 
ity fees. 

The Capitol complex will be 
built around Planet Music super- 
store, which has moved into the 
former yschinger's buikiing. A 
32.000-8quare-foot Barnes and 
No^le superstore and cafe are ex- 
pected to follow. 

The retention pond will be built 
on 1.5 acres of city property with 
funds from the Economic 
Development Invesunent Program 
(EDIP). 

Councilmeinber John D. Moss, 
who said that he supported the pro- 
ject, but was surprised the staff had 
recommended taking $1 million 

from the General Fund Balance, 
suggested that the $1 million first 
be uansferred from the General 
Fund to the EDIP so everycne will 
know how much the city spends on 
generating jobs. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
^ said if all of the money was taken 
from EDIP. that fund would have 
been depleted. 

Spore also sakl the city would be 
paid back on its investment in rev- 
enues in two-and-one-half years. 

A CBD master plan call for a 
pedestrian-oriented center with fea- 
tures similar to traditional down- 
town centers. 

However, this is the fust spurt of 



activity toward that goal in several 
years. 

John Herzke, city engineer, in 
answer to questions from Edward 
Guidus, said no pumping station 
will be needed since the city will 
use a gravity system, and that no 
fence will surround the retention 
pond because of aesthetics. Also, 
he said, the city will try to save as 
many trees as possible on the ed^e 
of the property. 

The agreement with Ciq>ilol sets 
terms for the devetopment and time 
table for the completion of the 
complex. 

Councilmember John J). Moss 
would like the city to have a two- 
year budget process much like the 
General AssonUy's. 

By planning two years in ad- 
vance. Moss said, the city council 
can make better plans and deal with 
the whole issue of compensation, 
which usually is considered a sepa- 
rate issue. 

The apfMt^Miation year, he sug- 
gested to city council Tuesday. 
should be in the off-year of coun- 
cilmanic elections so councilmem- 
bers may concentrate fully on the 
budget rather than politics. 

any changes made to the budget 
during the second year of the bien- 
nium woukl have to be adopted by a 
vote of more than seven coun- 
cihnembers. 

He asked councibnembers to con- 
tribute their own suggestions on 
his pnq)osal bef(»e an ordinance is 
drawn up.

Controlling criminals, not sale of guns, is the real solution

The citizens of these United States are not ready to 
be disarmed. Gun control is not Uie answer. Crime 
control is the answer! 

Wfe have proven, by citizen involvement in the 
peace process in Virginia Beach, that with enough 
people putting forth the effort to make and keep 
peace, crime and violence are deterred. In response to a 
riot on the resort strip in 1989, Chief of Police C.R. 
Wall put forth a request to the clergy of the city to 
come to the aid of and assist the police dq)artment in 
the control of violence and confrontation. 

The chief had observed a working program in 
Daytona Beach, Fla. using volunteer clergy on foot 
patrol with police officers. I was assigned the task of 
setting up a similar program here. The local clergy 
group 1 an)roached liked the idea and agreed to work 
with us. We arranged a meeting, brought Rev. Larry 
Edwards from Daytona Beach hoeSKd together decided 
to set up a uaining program for interested clergy. 

Some 35 local clergy responded, including one 
Navy chaplain. They received five evenings of train- 
ing, and Friday night. June 29, 1990, we put 21 vol- 
unteer chaplains on our resort strip to walk foot pa- 
trol with the police officers. The public and police re- 
sponse to the chaplains was quick and positive. These 
chaplains have had a tremendous positive effect since 
that time. 

The answers to violent crime problem are many, 
but the first step is to make crime too costly to the 
perpetrators. If the penalties were set, swjlj^pnd sure 
crime would begin to diminish and woulJ^me back 
to being controllable. 

Setting up gun controls pressed only controls the 
law abiding citizen. Setting up a plan to destroy all 
automatic and semi-automatic weapons when they 
change hands will not keep criminals from finding ot 
making some other type of weapon they can use to 
teirwize and take advantage of unanned citizens. 

If we do not allow an armed populace, then there is 
no deterrent to criminal activity. The courts are too 
slow and not consistent in their findings. The perpe- 
tratpr looks at the evening news or reads the local pa- 
per and sees the penalties to be very light or non-exis- 
tent, and therefore is not deterred from acting on im- 
pulse to take whatever might attract his or her atten- 
tion. 

The answers to this dilemma are not easy to im- 
plementjknor will th^dve us overnight relief. The 
real valne of peace^mft human life must be more 
clearly defined to those who would do those things 
which unlawful. We must control mind-altering sub- 
stances. We must make their unlawful use very 
cosUy. We must act decisively and swiftly if we are 
to salvage anything of the present society and restore 
it to where it is enjoyed by all law-abiding citizens. 

If someone decides to break the law. let that person 
know beforehand the action will be costly. We must 
restore values. Talk to the younger generation. They 
will tell you it's okay to do whatever you want to do, 



thumb your nose at auth(Hity, do drugs or alcohol and 
vidate laws you don't want to obey. 

Where is the commitment to peace? Where is the 
concon for the welfare of our neighbor? Where is the 
old-fashidtied care for and about one another? It is hard 
to find! 

In view of all the rapes, robberies, carjackings, kid- 
nappings, child abuse and molestation, sexual ha- 
rassment, tortures, murders and even the ambushing 
of police officers called'to scenes, why do we not lake 
a ck»er look at ourselves as a nation? 

In Virginia Beach we have a low crime rate. The 
city is policed with about one-half as many police of- 
ficers as other cities this size per 1,000 population. 
We have approximately a 400,000 person population, 
which swells by millions of visitors every summer. 
We have volunteer police officers to help the paid of- 
ficers. We have volunteer chaplains to help the citi- 
zens and the police officers. We have a tremendous 
number of volunteer citizens who assist the city gov- 
ernment in many ways. These are all excellent means 
' of doing something to help. 

Controlling the sale of guns to law-abiding citizens 
is acceptable. Controlling the sale of auto and semi- 
automatic weapons only to law-abiding citizens is ac- 
ceptable. But more acceptable than either of these is 
the controlling of criminals and thereby the control- 
ling of crime. People will kill people as long as they 
do not expect to pay a dear cost Cost is the deterrent 
If there is no cost — even if there are no guns avail- 
able — people will still kill other people if there is 
no swift and sure cost for their actions. 

Mae law enforcers is a very positive move. More 
money for fighting crime is a very, very positive 
move. More stringent dealing with perpetrators would 
be an even more positive move. 

Education on sentencing for criminal activity is 
good, but it must be backed up with applying tougher 
sentences — no probation, not light fines, not special 
privileges — but costly response from the courts to 
the popelrators. 

Please take this from one who has been there over 
and ov» for a long time. I began in "people service" 
through law enforcement as a* Virginia Slate Police 
trooper in July 1962. 1 have been a volunteer chaplain 
to the Virginia Beach Police Department since 
October 1976. 

In the capacity of volunteer chaplain, volunteer 
chi^lain coordinator and volunte^ chaplain director, I 
have given to the officers of our police department 
and the citizens of our city approximately 18,000 
hours of service in counseling, death notifications, 
death investigations, giving and receiving training, 
riding patrol with officers, walking patrol with offi- 
cers and supervising and administering the volunteo* 
ch^lain progran.

He 
was telling us about an experience that he and a fel- 
low deacon had while delivering Port Norfolk 
Baptist's Christmas baskets to a family in need. 

Two little barefoot girls greeted them outside. Their 
mother, also barefoot, came to the door and gra- 
ciously accepted the gift. During the conversation 
they learned that the family was to be evicted in five 
days if the rent was not paid. They also discovered 
that the food in the baskets was the only food in the 
houae. 

Needless to say. the two godly men left feeling 
grateful for the oppcwtunity to help, but wondered 
how more could be done in light of numwous other 
requests for assstance. 

Once the information was shared with me. I couU 
not get this family off my mind. Thinking and pray- 
ing for them would not be raough ... it was time to 



act! My father and I shared the needs of this family 
with the Portsmouth Jaycees. a neighborhood cafe, a 
local businessman, the Employees Association of 
TriCare Services and the Salvation Army. 

Within houris. we had money for shoes, toys, a 
truckload of food and supplies and even a small 
Christmas tree that my daughter took from her room 
and (telivered personally. It was adorned with clear 
lights and little gold angels. 

Somehow it seemed especially aiqmqxiate. since so 
many "angels" had come forth to make Christmas 
1993 a blessing for this family of thr^. 

Portsmouth is the greatest place in the worid to 
live and to rear a family. The quality and pace of life 
is something that so many take for granted. The peo- 
ple that live here truly rare about the needs of others. 
My family is so thankful for the very special blessing 
that came from this Christmas experience. 

We thank God for the many special angels that 
crossed our path this holiday season. Best wishes to 
each of Aem fw a New Year filled with love, peace 
and hqqriness.

the RescHt Revitalization Program. 
Since the Eall of 1986, each winter the 
City of Virginia Beach has demol- 
ished and reconstructed a section of 
boardwalk or Atlantic Avenue as part 
of theRes(HtRevitalization Program. 
The boaidwalk improvements fixxn 
Third to 38th streets were completed 
in 1989. The improvements include a 
new bicycle path, pedestrian lights, 
landscaping, paving, colorful flags, 
banners and a coordinated sign sys- 
tem. 

As the boardwalk [woject was com- 
pletedin 1989.theRes«tStreetscape 
and Connects Park Projects began 
to transform Atlantic Avenue into 
one of the nation's premium resort 
streetscq)es. 

Greeting our visitors in 1993 were 
10 more improved blocks along At- 
lantic Avenue. The Resort Streetscape 
and Connector Park Coital Improve- 
ment Projects have completed 28 of 
the 42 blocks scheduled for improve- 
ments. Currently seven additional 
blocks are under construction and are 
scheduled fcM' compteticHi in May 
1995. 

Construction of the Resort 
Streetsci^K Project is done in two 
phases. 

The flrst phase involves the con- 
struction of a Virginia Power duct 
bank to relocate all electrical utili- 
ties, telephone and cable televisnn 
wires from overiiead to underground. 
The second phase involves beauti- 
Tication work and improvements to 
storm drains, wato*. aiid sewer utili- 
ties This includes fully-reconstruc- 
tive roadways and sidewalks, creat- 



ing wida sidewalks widi street trees, 
pedestrian lights, batches, cokvful 
grqriiKS and unifwm agns. 

Also during phase tw> Ae connec- 
tor ptffks are consbucted. 

Connects jasks are the pedestrian 
links firom the boardwalk to Atluitic 
Avenue. The^ parks are improved 
with colorful concrete pavers, graph- 
ics and landscq)ing. Each year with 
the project, we try to add additional 
design elements so that each section 
is somewhat differoit than {vevious 
sections. 

New design dements whkh were 
included diis year are sculptures in 
the connectw parks. Several differ- 
ent types of sculptures were deigned 
along with the landscaping in the 
parks. The sculptures include dol- 
{rfiins, turtles, fish, hermit crabs, shells 
and giant beach balls. 

The sculptures help to entertain 
and orient visitors as they stroll along 
the boardwalk viewing the various 
sculptures. Children in particular were 
amazed and amused at the giant fish, 
beach balls and othn^ sculptures. 

I can assure you by the reaction of 
the children alone tlut the sculptures 
were a big hit this year along the 
boardw^. 

The Resort Streetscape and Con- 
nector Park project will be completed 
in May of 1996. 

Another long-awaited project 
which was completed this summer 
was the 24th Street Ent^lainment 
Park. The 24th Street Park occupies 
half a city block and had been used 
for the past sevoal years with tempo- 
rary structures was improved widi a 
permanent stage, restrooms. pavil- 
ions, trellises defining the east and 
west sides of the paik and improved 
landscaping and lighting. 

Each night throughout the summer 
entertainment was provided free of 
charge to thepublic. During the sum- 
mer the entertainment wasvery well 
attended and appreciated by every- 
one who visited the park in the eve- 
nings. 

The parte is a major asset to the 
resortarea, giving usa venue to enjoy 
the entertainment and to have many 
functions throughout the year. 

During the 1993 season, the visita- 
tion hit an all time high in Virginia 
Beach. One of the reasons can be 
attributed to the beautiflcation pro- 
gram and the value our visitors re- 
ceive during a v^ation in Virginia 
Beach.

I^rents sst his flrst teachers. Un» 
fortunatdy many have failed to be 
appropriate role models. 

Noticing the broad social and «x>- 
nomic changes affectmg family life 
in 1979, I^^dent Jimmy Carter 
launched the White House Confer- 
ence on Families. 

A survey done m that time by the 
Gallup organization showed most 
Amerkans thought family life, what- 
ever {(xm it todc, was thdr toMl 
imp(fftant stHirce d relatkxidiips. 

Caito^ agreed and declared, "Fami- 
lies are m{»e than juS househdds. 
They are a network of relationships 
rooted not only in kindtip based on 
bkxxl, bitt a kinship based on shared 
expaiCTces,shared joys and SMTows 
and . . . most of all, in shared love." 

But IS ytms later prd>lans aso- 
ciated with family disiqttion have 
grown. 

Main Street has ttmied into Kfean 
Street. 

Many children sufifoiK mentd, 
voM and liriiy^al d>iise from their 



own parents. No wonder they are 
caught up in gangs, drugs and vio- 
lence. No wonder they are shooting 
and abusing each other. With hope 
gone, many young people have com- 
mitted suicide. 

Tragically, die cycle continues. As 
more and mate children are having 
children themselves, die next gen- 
eration is also at risk — and so is 
society. These troubled children have 
not rd:eived guidance in parenting 
from dieir own {»rents. 

WheriB families have failed, our 
Virginia Beach public schools try to 
fill the gap. teaching life skills in a 
work and family studies course, for- 
merly known as home economics. 

These skills are also included as 
part of the health curriculum. In addi- 
tion, guidance counselors work widi 
troubled children and dieir parents. 
We die people have a responsibility 
also. 

"Some day, maybe, there will exist 
a well-ii^ormed, well-considered, 
andyetfervent public conviction that 
'Sthe most deadly of all possible sins is 
the mutilation of a child's spirit, for

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Council meets 
todis6uss 
zoning in rural 
preservation

City council will meet at 10 a.m. 
Saturday in the Pavilion conference 
room to discuss the southern rural 
preservation area.. 

But Tuesday the use of 279,2 
acres of that land was eaablished 
with the conditional rezoning for 
residoitial devebprnent 

By a vote of 7-4, Indian Riva 
Plantation, Inc. and Indian River 
Country Club Estates were granted 
their rezoning request from 
Agricultural District to R-40 
Residential District (lots are re- 
quir(id to be 40,000 square feet) to 
R-26 Residential (lots are required 
to be 20.00Q square feet) for the 
279.2 acres at Indian River and 
West Neck Roads. 

The property is located in 
Transition Area II in the city's land 
use plan for the area soudi of the 
green line. 

The transition area is designated 
as a bu^r between the more devel- 
oped northern portion of the city 
and the nnal southern portion. 

Councilmember John D. Moss, 
however, sees the development as 
just another subdivision rather than 
a rural development 

"There's nothing rural about it 
whatsoever," he stated. 

Councilmember Robert K. Dean, 
who represents Princess Anne 
Borough, where the site is located, 
said K was trying to figure out 
where the "jumping ofr point 
would be should the area be devel- 
oped into farmettes, which have 
much larger lots or as a subdivi- 
sion. 

Plans had originally called for a 
golf course, but that idea was aban- 
doned because of wetlands, accord- 
ing to J^ Bowie, planning con- 
sultant fonhe development 

The infrastructure will be con- 
nected to Courthouse Estates. 

Dissenting from the vote for ^ 
proval were Moss and Dean, as well 
as Mayor Meyera Obemdorf and 
councilmember Nancy Paricer. 

Councilmember Linwood Branch 
said the applicants had followed the 
plan for the transitional area. 

He said he wished they could 
have developed the golf course, but 
that wildlife may enjoy the open 
space. 

The development will be limited 
to 231 units on lots which have a 
minimum of 20,000 square fee. 
Open space will include 48 acres of 
wetlands and five acres of high- 
lands, which will be owned by the 
Home Owners Association unless 
the city agrees to accq)t it. 

Under the proffers offered with 
the conditional zoning, the develq>- 
ers will pay their pro-rata share of 
the cost of services. 

Councilmember Robert K. Dean 
noted the formula for (tetomining 
that iHO-rated share had been in ef- 
fect for five years and may not be 
sufficient to cover the current costs. 

"Is it fair to the citizens to have 
to pay for the shortfalls?" he asked. 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that the city's model needs to 
be updated a bit. but not by a great 
amount. 

Dean said it was time council 
started looking after the taxpayers 
and moved to deny the application. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. made a subsiiluu: motion for 
approval, which passed. 

The overall density of the project 
with 231 units would be less than 
one unit per acre.

African journey enlightens 
Rottirock to Kenyan culture

have been her favorite time in 
Kenya. 

Those days spent snoikeling and 
observing coastal ecology con- 
vinced Rothrock even more that she 
wants a career which will put her 
outdoors all the time. 

"I just can't see myself in an of- 
fice sitting at a desk all the time," 
she stated. 

Arriving in Nairobi Aug. 26 
following a "very, very long plane 
ride," the group's first experience 
was a visit to a brick plant run by 
women. 

It was there that the students de- 
voted time to studying women's 
culture in depth. 

"The women were all in charge. 
That was pretty different. There 
were really hardly any men," she 
obsoved. 

Following that visit, it was on to 
Nairobi National Park, which 
Rothrock said was a real highlight 
of her journey. 

"It was almost Hke a safari. It 
was exciting when I first saw all 
these animals that I was, like, 
'Snap, snap, snap,' taking picture 
after picture of zebras — until we 
kept seeing so many of them." 

Pulling out an envelope of pho- 
tos from her park expedition, 
Rothrock displayed pictured of gi- 
rafi'es, hyenas, jackals, elephants, 
tigers, ostriches, hippos and other 
animals and birds many people only 
see in National Geographic maga- 
zine. 

From there it was back to 
Nairobi, where Rothrock stayed 
with a local family for a week and 
studied Swahili. 

"They were middle to upper class 
and such beautiful people," she ex- 
plaine^pointing to pictures of the 
fanuly. "It was unbelievable. They 
Were very well educated and spoke 
cnglish very well — and they were 
quite talkative." 

Recalling lier journey with 
pinpoint exactness. Rothrock said 
the group's next adventure was vis- 
iting Masai Mara, another game 
preserve, where they travelled the 
park every day and camped at night 

"The hippos were so funny," she 
remembered, "because they'd lay all 
over each other and make these 
grunting noises. They were so 
much fun." 

Camping in Kenya proved just as 
exciting. 

"The first night I was there, I 
heard this scratching sound on the 
tent all night. I laid there and 
thought it was an animal. Then I 
figured maybe it was a branch 
scratching on tent." 

The noise, much to Rothrock's 
hairiness, eventually proved to l>e 
just the tent fl^. 

And then there was time the 
group's vekicle broke down in Ma- 
sai Mara. 

While waiting, some students de- 
cided camel ride was in order. 

"They didn't walk you very ftav 
and it was really exprasive by 
African standsds," she said, notmg 
the rides cost $2.S0 each. 

"You can g^ a really good meal 
for only about 30 cents. The mc^t 
expensive meal I had only cost 
about $6." 

Fnm there it was back to Mom- 
basa for a shwt stay, foitowed by a 
journey to the little island of Lamu 
in the Indian Ocean. 

Pulling out a picture of her bed 
on Lamu, quite comfort^le look- 
ing except for the fact that it's cov- 
ered in mosquito netting, Rothrock 
remaid)ered diat adventure. 

"It was an abH)lute [»r&dise on

Lamu — palm trees, beaches — 
you get the idea. It was also very 
quaint. They have no cars, it's pre- 
dominantly Moslem and everyone 
uses donkeys. 

"Plus, it was so fun sleeping in 
those beds with nets. At least the 
first few times, I fek like a 
princess." 

Now Rothrock was in f(M- 
the biggest treat of her trip — a 
three-week stay in a mud hut with a 
native family in the Western 
Province town of Kaimosi. 

She enjoyed her stay so much 
with that family that she even went 
back there for her independent 
study. 

"My most special time was spent 
there with those people," Rothrock 
said. 

If culture was what she was look- 
ing for, she sure got it. 

Diving headfirst into "blending 
in," Rothrock ate the same food the 
family ate (including ugali, a corn- 
meal made into a thick porridge), 
lived as they lived and became a 
part of the family. 

Remembering her stay, she even 
referred to the members of the fam- 
ily as her mother, brothers, father 
and sisters. 

"I just loved my family in 
Kaimosi," she nnjAa^zed. 

Tragically, while Rothrock was 
visiting them, a 13-year-oId son 
with medical complicadons died. 

""It was so sudden," she recalled. 
"I really don't diink they were ex- 
pecting it. Unfortunately, it was 
hard for me to communicate with 
them." 

Although Rothrock said it was 
indeed a sad time, it was also quite 
interesting. 

"The funeral actually lasts from 
the time the person dies to wlwn 
they are buried. Women wailed, and 
people would stay up all night with 
the body. It was such a weird dme." 

Although she hated to leave her 
Kaimosi family, anoiha adventure 
awaited Rothrock — a climb up 
Mount Kenya. The journey took 
four to five days (ascent and de- 
scent). 

"Gc»h, it seems like every pan of 
my trip was a highlight!" she 
smikd. 



From the time it took the stu- 
dents to climb up the mountain and 
come back down (led by a native 
guide named Ratib), they didn't 
even get to change their clodies. 

But it was well worth it, as 
Rothrock recalled. 

"When we got up high, it was so 
cold — but we were in the Clouds! 
They were drifting right over us." 

When that was over, the group 
wearily began the final leg of its 
tour — a two-week stay in Masai 
Land and die Loita Hills. 

There the students stayed two 
nights with Masai in their homes 
— and got an unexpected "treat" 

"It's common there to drink 
blood. They mix cow blood witii 
sugar and milk, stir it up and drink 
it. I drank it — and it was OK, ex- 
cept for a bad aftertaste," RoUuxxk 
reminisced. 

Looking back at her jour- 
ney, Rothrock refiectcd on the 
lessons she learned from studying 
anodier culture. 

"Americans are much more con- 
coned about Uieir personal appear- 
ance," she lamented. "In Africa, 
they aren't — and there is no con- 
cern about space eidier. 

"Privacy simply doesn't exist. 
Time doesn't really exist. There is 
no concept of t>eing obligated to be 
somewhere at a certain hour. I re- 
ally had to adjust to UiaL Ameri- 
cans are so used to looking at their 
watches and saying, 'What time 
shouldlbedioe?"' 

Rodirock said these philosophies 
aren't necessarily a bad idea. She 
also shared her feelings of well be- 
ing while in Africa. 

"I didn't notice a lot of competi- 
tiveness, and it was so wonderful, t 
didn't feel stressed, particularly 
about my own self-worth. I felt di- 
rected and apfnedated." ^ stressed. 

Although she was sad to leave 
Kenya and the many friends she ac- 
quired, Rothrock admitted she was 
glad to eventually get home to Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

"I was really travel weary by the 
end of the trip. And there was so 
much packing and unpacking!" 

But would she go back? 

"Any time! I would love to!" 
Rothrock exclaimed.

A native of Virginia Beach, 
Chewning isn't sure what inspired 
him to write diis book. It just "had 
to be done," he said. 
"^J ^w up in diis area and heard 
all die old stories. I've always been 
interested in nomficdon. 

"Originally I was looking at all 
die (Goman U-Boat) activity along 
die Adantic Coast, and somebody 
said, 'Gosh, you ought to write a 
book.' 

"But diat was too overwhelming. 
Narrowing it down to one area was 
the smart thing to do." he re- 
counted.

By audioring a book on just Vir- 
ginia's coast, Chewning grinned, 
"That opens the door fw a whole 
series — New England and so 
forth." 

A history buff, Chewning said 
the book was a labor of love, 
considering die time, money and 
resources he put into it making his 
dream a reality. 

He interviewed 30 to 40 people, 
sent immeasurable correspondence 
ran many advertisements, dug 6eep 
in libraries and phoned all over die 
United States, Germany and 
England. 

Then the time came to pull it all 
togedier. 

"It came right down to die wire. 
When the time came for me to sign 
a contract widi a publisher, diey 
said, "No, son^.'but somebody else 
is doing a broader topic diat in- 
cludes this, sO we're going to go 
widi them.' 

"The new publisher basically told 
me how to organize it and what he 
wanted and helped me put my ideas 
into a maricetable product," Chewn-'- 



ing explained. 

The book also contains 230 
photographs, which served as a 
basis for die book. 

"If I went into somebody's house 
and diey had dieir high school year- 
book laying out, even if I didn't go 
diere, I still be interested in looking 
at it and reminiscing about my high 
schdol days. 

"So my idea was to get a collec- 
tion of photographs. People could 
look dirough it, and even if they 
didn't serve on those ships they 
could get a recollection of tilings 
which affected diem at diat time. 

"But diere weren't enough pho- 
tographs to do a coffee table book, 
so I needed somediing to pull it 
togedier," Chewning stated. 

Looking back on all die 

hours he toiled, Chewning is glad 
diat he did. 

Oh the stories he can tell! (They 
are ^plained further in detail in his 
book.) 

"People who lived along the 
coast remember well the blackouts. 
Some ships were torpedoed so crose 
to shore you could see diem burn- 
ing at night. 

"I was amazed to find out diat 
submarines were even in die Gulf 
of Mexico, right off die mouth of 
die Mississippi River xid die coast 
of Texas," Chewning said. 

Although no German U-Boats ac- 
tually entered die Chesapeake Bay, 
he continued, at least one mined its 
entrance. 

"He (U-Boat Commander Horst 
Degen) told me about seeing die 
Cape Henry Lighthouse and the 
lighdiouse at Cape Charles fully il- 
luminated. 

"He used them as buoys. He 
could even see die headlights of cars 
at the northern end of Virginia 
Beach. But he never came into die 
Chesqjeake Bay." 

Degen was eventually captured, 
Chewning related, adding it was die 
only time an American port was 
mined and die offending U-Boat 
sunk. 

"His story would make an incred- 
ible movie," Chewning said. "His 
submarine went down off North 
Carolina after sinking a few ships. 
It was SO hours before diey were 
rescued, and all but seven of his 
crew drowned or died of the ele- 
ments. They took them back to 
Norfolk." 

Chewning is captain of Virginia 
Beach's Ocean Park Fire Station 
No. 1. He and his wife Linda reside 
in Kempsville widi their two chil- 
dren. 

His hobbies are history and boat- 
ing. Chewning is also on the boari 
of advisors for the Lifesaving Mu- 
seum of Virginia and has artifacts 
on display diere.

Prove computers 
aren't as complex 
as people think

Don't know what to do with that 
new computer you got for 
Christnms? 

The Virginia Bulletin Board 
Systems Association (VABBSA) 
would like to help. It will be host- 
ing a scries of lectures to help new 
computer mas, or those new to the 
use of a modem and a computer. 

The association is made up of 
systems operators who offer com- 
puter bulletin board services in the 
Tidewater area. 

By installing a modem in a com- 
puter and attaching the modem to 
the phone line, a computer owner 
can tap into a wealth of information 
— everything from which books 
are available at a library to conver- 
sations with other computer uses. 

There are approximately 300 
computer bulletin boards, or 
"BBSs" as they are called locally, 
and another estimated 300 on the 
f'eninsula. 

As systems operators, or sysops 
as they are commonly called, began 
talking to each other about their 
concerns, they began|neeting in- 
fonnally at first antf'l^Ser formed the 
VABBSA. 

Only a year old. the 

VABBSA has an ambitious agenda. 
It wants to stem the tide of bad 
publicity about bulletin boards by 
educating computer uses and the 
community. It wants to put an end 
to pirated material, that which is 
material used without written per- 
mission of the programmer, owner 
or distributing company. 

And they want to help new users 
learn how to use their computers 
and modems so they can relax and 
enjoy telecommunication. 

Jim Deal recently spoke about 
what he calls Pirate Boards, boards 
which continuously offer copy- 
righted programs to users. 

"They're starting to get 'popped' a 
lot," Deal said. "The Software

user is requested to send a copy- 
righted program to a pirate board. 

"Then you have violated the 
law," Deal said. "This is how the 
sysops think they protect them- 
selves. If you're a cop, you have 
just broken the law. But sysops get 
slq)py, and most of them are get- 
ting caught." 

These infractions can cost a 
sysop his users, a fine, impounding 
of equipment or jail time. 

"You want to think twice before 
you try getting that copy of 
WordPerfect™ for free," Deal said. 

For those who believe com- 
puter Bulletin Boards are only oper- 
ated by short-haired, red-eyed com- 
puter "geeks," Deborah

on them." 

Deal explained that often a new 
McLoughlin is about as far from 
this description as they come. 

Dressed in a leather jacket and 
jeans, the slender McLoughlin 
tafqjed hct Icftig,, wine-colored On- 
geiiiails against the back of a chair. 

"I am going to call Associated 
Press," McLoughlin said. "Their 
st(»y said that BBSs are like the bar 
scene on-line. Yeah, some of it is 
fantasy, but that's not aH there is." 

McLoughlin is vice president of 
the VABBSA and runs a computer 
bulletin board. 

"There is just so much more go- 
ing on., I want to tell (Associated 
Press) there are other 'boards' out 
that besides the bar scoie." 

"Imagine some guy who is run- 
ning a Christian bulletin board," in- 
terjected Shawn Locker. "He will 
have people think he's doing some- 
thing like this." 

Locker's point is well taken, ac- 
cording to members of the 
VABBSA. 

There are several Christian boards 
in the area which offer biblical top- 
ics for discussion. There are also 
boards which offer games, boards 
for children and a numbo- of boards 
devoted to the exchange of technical 
information. 

Deal has retained his sense of 
humor despite stories appearing 
which focus only on adult bulletin 
boards. 

"Don't believe everything you 
read in the papers or see on TV," 
Deal said. "There's so much you 
can do with computers and 
modems." 

Deal went on to say that recently 
a nationwide network of BBSs in- 
stalled a satellite feed. This will en- 
able information to travel faster and 
with more accuracy than previously 
possible. 

For Deal, who works in the 
computer field, the knowledge has 
come easily. 

Not SO for retired Chief 
Petty Officer Arthur Pearsall. The 
former electronics technician was 
encouraged by his wife to buy a 
home compute. 

"I feel that if I can't do something 
right, I don't want to do it at all." 
Pearsall stated. He resisted his 
wife's suggestion. 

"She teamed up with my son and ' 
they gave me a computer for 
Christmas last year." 

Pearsall has come a long way in 
a year's time. Ab-eadfhe has up- 
graded the used computer he was 
given to make it run faster and to 
give the computer more memory. 

"Now I am trying to learn about 
modems," he said. 

"It's kindiof addicting," Deal ad- 
mitted. "When I first started doing 
this, I had my modem and my 
computer. Then my wife got 
started, and suddenly it was her mo- 
dem and her computer. We have op- 
erated a board since 1989. 1 get up 
early in the morning and go to see 
if the system is still working prop- 
erly. It's a habit." 

"There is a lot to learn," Pearsall 
said. "Most sysops will work with 
you." 

Locker is one of those sysops. 
"Most of the time the callers know 
what they are doing," he said. "But 
sometimes you need to help them 
get used to your system and how it 
works." 

Future VABBSA lectures will in- 
clude discussions about network 
mail, mail which comes from 
across the nation but can be ^- 
cessed by modem through a local 
BBS. 

Meetings are held rcgulariy at the 
Virginia Beach Central Library. 

"1 would tell people to try it fw 
themselves," Locker said. "It can be 
a lot of fun.'

Whether he's reading poetry to 
patients in a hospital setting, 
school children in a classroom or in 
an auditorium filled with an appre- 
ciative audience.

His love is both teaching and, of 
course, poetry. 

"I taught American Literature at 
"TNlotre Dame and was asked to teach 
a course in poetry as well. They 
told me it was an elective course 
and that only 10 students were en- 
rolled. 

"By the end of that semester. 40 
students had enrolled for the next 
semester." 

He was awarded. the Thomas 
Madden Award for excellence in 
teaching while at UotK Dame. 

After his retirement in 1988 he 
began writing essays and fiction — 
but again found himself returning 
to his love, poeny. 

His most recent honor was when 
he entered a contest sponsored by 
the Jewish Society for the Aged in 
Manhattan. His poem was one of 
150 selected to be published in the 
book "Legacies," which will, soon 
be available at bookstores. 

During the past year he has tried 
his hand at writing lyrics for a mu- 
sical comedy written along with his 
friend, another Virginia Beach resi- 
dent, William Bailey, and was 
pleased with the results. 

A compassionate man. he serves 
as co-chairman of the AIDS 
Ministry at Ascension Catholic 
Church. Throughout his life, he has 
given of himself to worthy causes 
such as the National Upward Bound 
program, which helps impovished 
high school students finish both 
high school and college. 

Today his love for people and 
compassion for those less fortunate 
than himself remains. Asked what 
had influenced him mostly along 



those lines, he said it was while he 
was in a hospital in Okinowa. 

The soldier in the bed next to his 
was a medic who had recently 
dragged nine wounded soldiers from 
the battlefield and gotten them to 
the hospital safely. 

"I asked him why he had done 
that. Had he been brought up in any 
particular religious beliefs? He said 
he had not, that what he had done 
was done because the men needed 
help and he was able to provide it. 

"I thought to myself. 'If he can 
do something like that with no par- 
ticular religious background, then I 
can put my formal religious train- 
ing to work.' 

"Up until that time my religion 
had been focused on all the things I 
should not do. but his act was so 
positive." 

Quistin said he and his wife then 
discussed Catholicism, the faith he 
had been raised in, and decided that 
the focus of their religion was to 
love others as themselves. 

"I guess that explains why I went 
to Washington to work on that 
program (National Upward Bound) 
and we were able to help 26,000 
kids finish high school and get 
through college." 

The Christins are the par- 
ents of 10 children and continue to 
be close to their children and their 
families. 

Today this teacher-poet continues 
to write, as well as conduct semi- 
nars and readings. He is most en- 
thusiastic about working with 
young students in the classroom 
and hopes to continue with this 
woric during the 1994 year. 

Recently he read to the students 
of the fourth grade at Butts 
Intmnediate School in Chesapeake. 

"Their reaction was wonderful. I 
even wrote a poem with them on 
the blackboard, and their response 
was great. They loved it. I feel they 
are a talented, terrific group." 

He remembered one female stu- 
dent describing the colors of a pen- 
cil. 

"It has dots of orange, traces of 
blue and splashes of red." she said. 

"That's poetry. I think someday 
she will write a beautiful poetry."

Condominium 
construction 
possible with 
council help

A PD-H2 Planned Unit, 
Development District (PUD) over- 
lay classification granted by City 
Council Tuesday for two tracts at 
North Great Neck Road and 
Lynnhaven Drive will permit the 
construction of 182 single-family 
condominium units on 24 acres of 
land. 

The planning department recom-, 
mended denial because the City 
Zoning Ordinance states it is not 
the intent of the city to create any 
additional PD-H2 districts. 

The planning commission rec- 
ommended ai^roval. 

One of the parcels is zoned A-36,., 
which would permit 324 multi-fami . 
ily units, and the other is zoned B- 
2, which could be developed as a 
sti-ip shopping center of approxic 
mately 150.000 square fccL 

The applicants, Gail M. Levine 
and William M. Dragas, argued the 
decrease in the number of units and 
the elimination of the shopping 
center altogether would be pluses in 
the neighborhood. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley 
pointed out that while it is the. 
city's "intent" not to create addir 
tional PD-H2 districts, they have 
not been prohibited, and council has 
approved the classification for other 
developments even during the last 
year. 

The property also has rights to 
city water for the development, but 
Dragas said witii the new plan water 
use will be decreased. 

Plans show zero lot line con- 
struction - one side of the home 
will be directly on the property line 
leaving a side yard on only one side 
- with units containing 2.000 
square feel 

Les Fenlon, vice chairman of tiie 
Great Neck Association of Civic 
Leagues, said the association does 
not approve or disapprove Uie PD- 
H2 designation. 

However, he said, Uie Lynnhaven 
Colony Association opposes the 
application, the Broad Bay 
Association approves the applica- 
tion and Cape Shores by die Sea is 
Neutral. 

He added the restoration of PUDs 
is "bad news." 

He said the plan shows single- 
family development of overwhelm- 
ing density. 
• The Design Review Committee, 
he said, also found the plan too 
dense and sets a dangerous precedent 
for other developments. 

Fenlon also said the access to 95 
of the homes will be off Lynnhaven 
Drive and that with Uic unresolved 
Lake Gaston issue, water would be 
a problem. 

Councilmcmber John D. Moss, 
one of the three who voted against 
approval (the other two were Mayor 
Meyera Oberndorf and Nancy 
Parker) said council should consider 
what motivates people to change 
density. 

Bill Buno, vice president of Uie 
Lynnhaven Colony Civic League, 
said houses may be more viable 
than a half-full shopping center, but 
underscored tiie traffic issue for 
Lynnhaven Colony. 

He also said the density should be 
reduced ancj that the city should 
have no more zero lot line construc- 
tion. 

Dragas said with a shopping cen- 
ter, tiie areq would have 10 time the 
amount of ti^ffic and that tiie devel- 
opers wanted an upscale neighbor- 
hood. 

The property, he said is virtually 
landlocked by Seashore State Park 
and two bridges.

"In Moscow we now have 60 
to 70, but we need 30 or 40 more. 
But unfortunately my country has 
not kept up with constriction.' 

Although the reforms may be 
slow, the Russiui firefighters hope 
to implement much of what they 
leameid in Virginia Beach and the 
re^ of Hampton Roads in Rusia. 

"Without a doubt," Nikitenko 
continued, "all the experiences 
we've learned we will try to 
implement in Russia. These are 
good ideas to increase our 
eiTectlveiKss in saving lives."

bring kidnapped daughter home 



Girl was taken 
by father; mom 
now facing her 
final alternative

It has been almost two years 
since Maureen Dabbagh has seen . 
the bright, dancing eyes of her 
daughter Nadia as she pUys with 
her btvontt stuffed bunny. 

And it has been more than a year 
since Dabbagh has heard Nadia's 
sweet voice over the phone, letting 
ha know "everything is OK." 

On Feb. 3, Nadia Dabbagh will 
be 4 years old and will have spent 
half of her short life away from the 
mother who loves her dearly. 

The victim of a parental kidnap- 
ping, Nadia is thousands of mites 
away from her Virginia Beach home 
with her Syrian national father, 
Mohammad Hidiam D^bagh. 

After wading through all the 
"proper channels" to bring Nadia 
home, Dabbagh doesn't want to 
wait anymore. 

Now she is facing her final alter- 
native, kidnapping Nadia back to 
the United States. 

Dabbagh is soliciting the 
public's help in bringing Nadia 
home. She needs $75,000 to 
$100,000 to hire someone in "the 
underground" to do this. 

"Nadia is the victim of an inter- 
national parental abduction. That is 
what it has been classified by the 
U.S. State Department," explained 
Dabliagh, who has legal custody of 
the child. " 

"As we speak now, prosecutors 
are trying }fi get lUedcral warrant 
for his (her ex-husband's) arrest He 
is classified as a non-custodial par- 
ent and was picking Nadia up for 
coun-<Hdaed, (Hie-mmith visitation. 
I had legal custody — but he now 
has physical custody of her." 

Unlike many parental child ab- 
duction cases (there are an estimated 
354,000 such cases each year, ac- 
cording to the National Center for 
Missing and Exploited Children), 
Dabbagh has located her child. 

"What makes it frustrating is that 
literally there is nothing we can do. 
The State Department's hands are 
tied and law enforcement can only 
do so much," Dabbagh said. 

But her problem extends further 
than that 

"We do have some laws on the 
bocdcs widi other countries to bring 
these children back, but unless that 
country is willing to participate, 
those laws cannot be enforced," 
Dabbagh said.

She is referring tc^new leg- 
islation just signed into law by 
President Bill Clinton: H.B. 3376, 
The International Parental Kidnap- 
ping Crime Act of 1993. 

According to Linda L. Donahue, 
who is very familiar with the Dab- 
bagh case and is chief of the Child 
Custody Division for the State De- 
partment, the legislation under- 
scores the seriousness with which 
the United States regards interna- 
tional child abduction. 

In Clinton's words, Donahue 



said, the Act "makes this crime, for ■ 
the first time, a federal felony 
offense." 

It expresses the sense of the 
Congress that proceedings under the 
Hague Convention, where 
available, should he "the*option of 
first choice for the left-behind par- 
ent. 

Unfortunately, Syria doesn't par- 
ticipate in the Hague Conventim. 

"ITie Syrian government doesn't 
know we're doing this. But the 
U.S. State Department is aware of 
this alternative lo getting your child 
— paying someone to bring your 
child home — but it's not some- 
thing they advocate. 

"However, with a smile on their 
face, they will tell you it has t)een 
done very successfully in the pasL 
The caution is that if I go over 
there, or anyone in my place who 
goes, and is caught in the process 
trying to take the child, that person 
is answerable to that country's 
laws," Dabbagh warned. 

Although some may say what 
Dabt^gh plans is wrong, she said 
other parents will understand if they 
put themselves in her situation. 
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Council votes down reduction in 
residents' personal property taxes

The argument — what's right for 
one is ri^ for all — met deaf ears 
as city council members voted 
down ordinances that would have 
reduced personal property taxes in 
the city at a cost in revenues of ap- 
proximately $1.8 million. 

Council also refused to rqwal a 
resolution ado|Med by city council 
in November 1992 requires council 
monbers to identify the source of 
fundmg other than the general fiind 
l)alance for any new programs re- 
quited l>y members. 

Council decided to refer the tax 
ordinances to a wok session on the 
upcoming (^KTBting budgeL 

Coancihnembers John D. Moss 
and Nancy Parka-, who requested 
the r^eal, reasoned council «^ not 
f oUowing die pdicy set in the reso- 
lutioa and that therefore the resolu- 
tioa served no function. 

Parker and Moss, along with 
councilmember Robm K. Dean, 
propoaed the tax cuts as a way to 
encourage business and give tax re- 
lief to citizens, who. Moss said, 
have experienced a drop in real in- 
come of 2.3 paceet from 1980 lo 
1991. 

During die same period, he said, 
govemmeu speeding increased 24 
percent 

*Thc CMt of government has 
gone up faster than the people's 



personal income," he said. "Who 
needs tax relief — the government 
or the individual?" 

Moss pointed out council iq>- 
proved a real estate tax exemption 
increase for the elderly and handi- 
uq)ped, aldiough other residents in 
the city may l)e equally or more 
needy. He also said it was inaiqxo- 
priate to give back $202,000 
through the enhanced tax exemp- 
tions. 

With council electicms coming 
up in May for six council seats, the 
issues have a political undertone. 

Parker's term expires this year, 
along widi councilmember Paul J. 
Lanieigne's. 

Lanteigne pushed for the in- 
creased real estate tax exemptions 

Other councilmembers whose 
terms are up diis year include James 
W. Brazier Jr., Rdbett W. Clybum, 
William D. Seasons Jr. and Lou|^ 
R. Jones. 

Of the resolution that council 
refuse to repeal, Lanteigne said hb 
sees the resolution like other reso- 
luticms — a council policy and ex- 
ceptkms occur. 

Moss said diere is a lot of talk 
about reducing the budget, but that 
he hq)es some day to see the tHid- 
getniaxd. 

The vote against the resolution 
repeal was 8-3, widi DeaA, Moss 
and Parker voting in favor. 

The vote deferring the ordinaices 



on die tax reduction was 74, widi 
Mayor Meyera Obemdorf joining 
Dean, Paricer and Moss in support- 
ing the breaks. 

Moss also reminded council and 
die publk; diat five councilmembers 
recenUy voted to give a tax break of 
$753,000 to a CBN retirement 
community that would cater to the 
moreaffluoiL 

"And now," he said, "you're con- 
cerned with a $1.8 million tax 
break for all business." 

He also said all of the $1.8 mil- 
lion will not be lost, but would be 
gained in a more ecwiomic activity. 

Lou Pace of Hunt Club Forest 
supplied die tax break but wanted 
council to go further and remove all 
of the personal {Koperty tax. 

Brazier explained die state woidd 
not permit localities to r»nove die 
tax aldiough die city does have the 
audiority to set die rate.

Proposed by John Harvey in die

Before the next session, Madison 
composed his eloquent appeal for 
religious freedom in The Memorial 
and Remonstrance Against Religious 
Assessments.

Madison took anotho' important 
step to end Henry's influence. He 
helped elect Henry to the dien weak 



office of governor, removing him 
from die House of Delegates. Henry 
was Uien unable to exert his powerful 
oratory skills in die debate. 

Virginia's Statute for Religious 
Freedom passeaTlhe House of Del- 
egate Dec. 17, 1786 and die Virginia 
Senate on Jan. 16, 1787. The act 
made religious taxes illegal and al- 
lowed liberty of religious opinion. 

Thus, Virginia became die first 
sovereign commonwealth to pro- 
claim by law entire freedom o&reli- 
gious belief or non-belief. While 
guaranteeing religious freedom in 
Virginia, diis statute also dis-estab- 
lishcd the Episcopal Church. 

"Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly, That no man shall be com- 
pelled to frequent or support any 
religious worship, place, or ministry 
whatsoever, nor shall be enforced, 
restrained, molested, or burlhened 
(sic) in his body or goods, nor shall 
otherwise si^er on account of his 
religious opinions or belief; but that 
all men shall be free to profess, and 
by argument to maintain, their opin- 
ion in mattersofreligion.and that the 
same shall in no wise diminish, en- 
large, or affect their civil capaci- 
ties." 

In 1787, Article VI of die United 
States Constitution provided dial "no 
religious test shall ever be required as . 
a qiudificaUon to any office or public 
tiiist under die United States." 

In 1 79 1 , die First Amendment pro- 
vided diat "Congress shall make no 



law respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting die free exer- 
cise thereof." 

The debate over religious freedom 
has continued in court cases, and just 
last year a Religious Freedom Bill, 



Public Law 103-141, was passed by 
Congress.

Medvedev assured his American 
counterparts that, although changes 
may be slow, ultimately they will 
come. 

"In due time our knowledge from 
here will benefit us, because our 
fire service is under reformation — 
and what we learn will be useful in 
helping our departments." 

No doubt the knowledge of 
American technology and equip- 
ment will do a great deal in helping 
the Russian Are department's cause, 
the group's host, Harris, said. He

Moss said that he \iapcA council 
had more backbone during the 
iq)ring budget process this year than 
prevk)usly.

Pet owners should 
take care with 
their animals

The Virginia Beach Health 
Departmott has confirmed a case of 
rabi(» within the city and has issued 
a rabies atert 

A raccoon is the first rabid ani- 
mal to be identified in Virginia 
Beach the new year. 

The most recent rabies incident 
occurred when Munden Point Road 
residents Richard Twiford and his 
son Christopher were planning a 
trip. 

Their planning was interrupted 
when they found Francis, their yel- 
low lab, and GoWie, their golden re- 
triever, fighting with a 25- to 30- 
pound raccoon. 

Goldie, the more experienced 
fighter, had bitten the rabid animal 
in the neck. The raccoon struck out 
at the yoinger Frangis, inflicting 
two laceiatirwis between her car and 
eye. 

At the elder Twiford's approach, 
the raccoon turned on him, growl- 
ing and baring its teeth. 

An experienced hunter, Twiford 
was able to react quickly and kill 
the raccoon, which later tested posi- 
tive for r^ics. 

"It was a scary moment," said 
Twiford. 

He also realized he could have 
lost both of his beautiful dogs had 
he not had them vaccinated prior .to 
their encounter with the rabid rac- 
coon. 

Twifrad warned all dog owners to 
keep their dogs in a fenced-in yard 
as he does. 

"People let their dogs roam," 



Twiford said, "and this (sort of at- 
tack) could happen in the woods 
somewtee." 

This dog owner also urged odiers 
to "keep their (dog's) shots up to 
date." 

Failure to do this could be devas- 



tating. 

Rabies, a fatal virus, is 
transmitted through the saliva of in- 
fected mammals. The New England 
Journal of Medicine (Nov. 1993) 
states "a characteristic of the illness 
is its relentless progression." 

Once the virus has reached the 
nervous system, symptoms begin 
and progress until the Mect^ ani- 
mal goes into a coma followed by 
death. 

The primary transmitters in the 
United States include raccoons, 
sjcunks and bats. Along the East 
Coast, raccoons represent the great- 
est threat 

A troubling public health alert 
issued in September 1992 reported 
"rabies is well established in the 
raccoon population in Virginia 
Beach." 

Dr. D.D. Conkwright, a local 
family practitioner, reported cases 
among humans remain rare. 

Unfortunately, though, cases of 
rabies infection among animals, in 
general have increased 600 percent 
this past year in Virginia Beach, ac- 
cording to SPCA records. 

Health department records show 
17 incidences of rabid animals bit- 
ing dogs over the past two years. 
There are, however, no reports of 
dogs infecting other animals or 
humans. 

Incurable in animals, rabies can 
be treated in humans if treated early. 
Valerie Reich of the Virginia Beach 
Health Department suggested that, 
once bitten by a stray or wild ani- 



mal, one get immediate treaunent - 
even if the animal is not definitely 
rabid. 

The immunization process con- 
sists of five shots in the deltoid area 
of the shoulders, a relatively safe 
and painless treatment compared to 
the older treatment involving dan- 
gerously strong injections into the 
abdominal region. 



Once the vims has 
reached the nervous 
system, ssrmptoms 
be^n and progress 
until the infected 
animal goes into a 
coma followed by 
death. The primary 
transmitters in the 
Unitejd States include 
raccoons, skunks and 
bats. Along the East 
Coast, raccoons rep- 
resent the greatest 
threat. 




The Virginia Beach Health Department recommends the follow- 
ing precatJtions for avoiding the rabies virus and protecting your 
pets: 

DO: 

■ Vaccinate all pets. Including barn cats, for rabies. 

■ Confine pets on property. 

■ Report any strange behavior in raccoons or In other 
unconfined animals. 

■ Report animals bites to the Bureau of Animal Control at 427- 
561 6 or the health department. 

■ Keep garbage containers secured with sealed lids. 

■ Contact your physician if bitten. 
DONT 

■ Approach strange animals (dogs or cats) or wild animals, 
especially raccoons, foxes, skunks, or bats; 

■ Leave pet food or bird food accessible to raccoons. 

■ Touch or handle injured or dead raccoons or other inconflned 
animals.

Following the bite by a rabid an- 
imal, there is an incubation period 
for the virus that lasts a few days to 
a year, but usually one to two 
months. Following diis period, the 
virus spreads to the nervous system 
and is then untreatable. 

Reich warned, "Once symptoms 
begin you will die." 
Hie disease is "100 percent fatal 



if untreated." 

The SPCA of Virginia Beach 
strictly screens the animals they re- 
ceive. 

Upon receiving an animal that 
has bitten, SPCA woricers send it 
directly to the Animal Control 
Bureau, which puts the animal un- 
der quarantine. AU animals acquired 
by the SPCA receive thorough 
medical examinations and sU'ays are 
held six days fot observation. 

The SPCA, like Twiford, stressed 
that a simple vaccination will pre- 
vent pets from acquiring the deadly 
virus. 

Unfortunately, however, many 
pet owners are negligent. 

To facilitate this process for pet 
owners, the Virginia Beach Health 
Department, along with the 
Tidewater Humane Association, of- 
fers $6 vaccinations at their 



monthly clinics around the city. 

It is especially important to vaci 
cinate pets since, as Davis attested, 
there is no treatment for un vacci- 
nated animals once they are bitten. 

They must be destroyed or caged. 

It is also impossible to test liv- 
ing animals for the disease, because 
the test, like the virus is fatal. 

In the interest of preventing the 
infection of humans and pets, the 
Virginia Beach Health Department 
has developed "Kids Against 
Rabies," a 30-minute presentation 
encouraging children to stay away 
from stray animals and to take good 
care of their pets. 

This presentation, including an 
appearance by a real canine named 
"Minnie," is available to all 
schools, churches, and community 
groups.

A Virginia Beach landmark cele- 
brated Old Christmas Jan. 6 com- 
plete with music, re-enacunents and 
plenty of fun. 

The skirmish between British 
uoops and colonists Nov. 15, 1775 
was central to the theme of this 
year's Twelfth Night Celebration at 
the historic Francis Land House. 

The re-creation of the traditional 
Twelfth Nigh celebration as it 
might have taken place in 1776 in- 
cluded re-enactments that made 
n»nticHi of "freedom," as interpreted 
by the colonists and black slaves. 

In years past Christians celebrated 
Christmas during a 12-day period 
ending with a feast to commemo- 
rate the visit of the three wise men 
to the manger of Bethlehem. The 
feast of Epiphany was known as 
Twdfth Night 

The eariy colonists celebrated the 
12 days of Christmas with music, 
dancing ami feasting, as well as us- 
ing the social time for balls, parties 
and weddings. 

The traditions of Twelfth Night 
included having a bonfire in which 
a year-old piece of cut wood was 
burned for luck. Christmas greens 
were also burned. 

Twelfth Night Cake was also 
served. The cake that is made from 
currents, raisins and almonds and 
has a pea or lima bean baked into 
it 
If a man were to find the pea, he

would then be crowned King of 
Twelfth Night. A woman finding 
. the pea would be given the cook- 
book containing the ttaditional 
recipe and would bake the Twelfth 
Night Cake the following year. 

Guests were ushered into 
the cellar of tfic Francis Land 
House, where they were given hot 
cider, breads and pieces of Twelfth 
Night Cake. In the background Bob 
Clark played Christmas music on 
his dulcimer. 



Led by Francis Land House vol- 
unteers, visitors were taken outside, 
where the Princess Anne High 
School Madrigals performed by a 
bonfire. They entered the house 
again through the front entrance. 
The door was opened by "slave" 
John. 

Mary Land, played by Sandy 
Craig, appeared on the stairs and 
ushered the guests into the parlor. 
Mark Reed, curator of Francis Land 
House, was an impressive Francis 
Land, asking the guests if they had 



news of Norfolk. (Norfolk was 
burned to the ground Jan. 1, 1776. 
War was at hand). 

Mr. Thoroughgood (played by 
Donald Fraser), Mr. Walke (played 
by Steve Mansfield) and Mr. 
Mimmo (played by Paul Lankfoid) 
all bought news of the burning of 
Norfolk and a rumor that the gover- 
nor would free all slaves who agreed 
to fight for the colonists. 

Mrs. Land encouraged her hus- 
band to forget talk of war and to get 
on with the party. 



Guests were escorted into a room 
by Elizabeth Land (played by 
Allison Howerton), where Sarah 
Thoroughgood (played by Jan 
Wilson) and Sarah Land (played by 
Kristy Buck) embroidered and prac- 
ticed their music. 
■ Back at entry way guests over- 
heard a conversation between slaves 
Thomas Sledge and Michelle 
Camp. 

Camp, who played Cate, felt they 
would be well taken care of if they 
continued to work for the Lands. 
Sledge, who played slave John, 
wanted to go to war so he would be 
assured freedom by the governor for 
his part in defending the colonists. 

This was the first re-enactment 
for Sledge and Camp. Members of 
the African-American Committee, 
the two hope that by portraying 

slaves they added to the sense of 
drama in the recreation. 

The play, which was written 
by Francis Land House volunteer 
Vicky Harvey, offered a glimpse 
into a time of tremendous turmoil 
fffl- landowners, slaves and women. 

It is Harvey's desire to integrate 
correct historical facts into the re- 
creations so that, in addition to the 
entertainment, guests are learning 
something as well 

Ibrvey visits schools in costume 
and gives lectures about colonial 
Virginia. 

Harvey's only complaint, which 
was echoed by several volunte^^, is 
that it is difficult to find a seam- 
stress to make authentic-looking 
costumes. 

"If you know of anybody who 
docs this, please tell them we are 
interested," Harvey said. 

Guests returned to the bonfire for 
a traditional end of Christmas toast.

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Waste industries association opposes l\/laterials Recovery Facility 



But facility has

Private companies want to com- 
pete for th&-waste recycling busi- 
ness which has traditionally been 
controlled in Southside Virginia by 
the Southeastern Public Service 
Authority (SPSA), a regicmal orga- 
nization of dght member localities. 

The Virginia Waste Industries 
Association has asked the Virginia 
Beach City Council to q)posc the 
construction of a $4.5 million 
Materials Recovery Facility (MRF) 
approved by the SPSA Board, for 
which bonds have already been is- 
sued. 

Wade Kyle, the city's solid waste 
administrater at a work session 
Tuesday, recommended to council 
that the city should at least consider 
the relative merits of public and 
private owno-ship and operation of 
recover facilities or MRJFs. 

SPSA officials are concerned that 
using private companies will result 
in hauling trash from Southside to 
landfills in other regions, making 
the SPSA landfill more expensive 



to operate. 

Durwood Curling, SPSA execu- 
tive director, pointed out that the 
security for financing the construc- 
tion of solid waste facilities con- 
sists of agreements with the eight 
SPSA member communities to de- 
liver 95 percent of the waste gener- 
ated in their communitira to SPSA 
— the higher the volume the tower 
the unit cost 

Curling reported that one of the 
five i^ivate haulers in the region, 
BFI, is delivering a portion of the 
waste it collected in the SPSA ser^ 
vice area to a private landfill in 
Hampton. 

He also learned BFI plans tp 
build transfer stations to transport 
waste from the SPSA service area 
to landfills which it owns in 
Gloucester and Charles City coun- 
ties. 

Curling said if the 331,220 tons 
of waste collected by the five major 
haulers in the SPSA, service area 
are diverted away from SPSA it 
would result in a $31-per-ton in- 
crease in the tipping fee for the 
communities. 

At present the tilling fee is $34 
a ton fa- municipal waste and $41 a 
ton for commercial waste, among 
the lowest in the state. 

The private companies repre- 
sented at the Tuesday work session 
want to compete for the materials 
recovery business and maintain they

could probably do the job more 
cheaply. 

Rick Phillips of New England 
Crinc said the companies are will- 
ing to invest in the communities 
but can't be expected to walk in and 
invest millions for a one- or two- 
year contract with guarantees. 

New England Crinc and the other 
companies lepiesented — Tidewater 
Fibre, BFI, Waste Management, 
Chambers Waste Systems, 
Chesapeake Paper and Virginia 
Waste Industries Associates at pre- 
sent do business with SPSA. 

Councilmember Robert K. Dean 
initiated the discussion and invited 
the private industry representatives 
tp address the council. He said in- 
dustries want the opportunity to bid 
on the MRF. 

Phillips said that it was in the 
city's best interest to explore hav- 
ing private industry own and oper- 
ate the MRFs. 

Councilmember Robert W. 
Clybum said during the past two 
years, that the communities have 
had to work under the mandates 




from the federal govniunent to re- 
cycle trash and that private industry 
has not stepped forward. 

Phillips said with a long-term 
contract, five years or more, the 
private sector can q)end upward of 
$4 million. 

In addition to imvately-owacsUnd 
operated MRFs, councilmemG 
John D. Moss said another ar- 
rangement would be for SPSA to 
build the facility and to contract 
with private industry to operate it. 
which is currently what SPSA does 
now with other recycling facilities. 
The MRF proposed would elimi- 
nate the need for curbside sorting of 
Recyclable materials. 

Dean said that his interest is in 
developing local industry. Kyle said 
the private sector has a lot to offer 
and that it should be given the op- 
portunity to bid. He said he was 
strong on not getting into an adver- 
sarial relationship with private sec- 
ton 

Vice Kfoyor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. pointed out that thetfity still has 
an obligation to SPSA, an agree- 
ment to deliver 95 percent of its 
waste to SPSA. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said he wanted to discuss that 
agreement in an executive session. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf , who is 
on the SPSA board, pointed out the 
SPSA has been a role model in the 
United States.

Depiession is the most common 
serious psychiatric illness and pa- 
haps one of the most misunto- 
stood. Some 10 to IS percent of 
people will suffer fiom it at some

time in their lives. 

Untreated it is a pn%ressiv(^ dis- 
ease. Widi treatment the outlodc is 
very good. 

Peak times for depression are the 
fall and winter, with many patients 
seeking treatment immediately after 
the holiday season. 

Recently two licensed clinical so- 
cial workns and a board certified 
psychiatrist gave their thoughts on 
dqnession and offered some advice 
for copiag with depression or living 
with a family memba who is de- 
pressed. 

"It's insidious," explained Dr. 
Matthew Keats, a psychiatrist at 
Tidewater Psychiatric Institute 
(TPI) and an associate witha^tlantic 
Psychiatric Services. 

"It's common, and it's an iUness. 



It is treatable. But there are few ill- 
nesses where it's part oi the illness 
to feel that you cant get better. 

"People who suffer from 
Seasonal Affiective Disordo^ will 
feel more dqvessed at this time of 
the year because of the changes in 
the weather and lack of sunlight. 
Manic depressives are more likely 
to get depressed at this time of the 
year." 

"From Thanksgiving on, basi- 
cally die media tdls you your activ- 
ity level should be up," Rich 
Jagk)wski, director of licensed clin- 
ical social woricers at Maryview 
Psychiatric Hospital and an associ- 
ate at Tidewater Psychotherapy 
Services, agreed. 

"It takes people out of a normal 
comfortable routine. It would be 
like somebody training for a 
marathon in a single mmdi," he 
continued. "Usually I And clients 
come in for he^ after the holiday." 

Lana T. Williams, a licensed 
clinical social woricer with the 
Older Adult Mental Healdi Program 
at Oiesapeake Genoal Hoqrital and 
an associate at Psychiatric 
Associates of Chesapeake,' stated 
because there are more deaths during 
the winter months. 

OldCT patients who suffer from 
depression may be dealing with a 
recent loss, as well as their own 
feeling of helplessness in the face 
of life changes, loss of mobility 
and an uncertain future. 

"Everybody is vulnerable to de- 
pression. I think as people get oldo' 
and they are not satis^ with their 
accomplishments and the way life 
is going they can suffer fiom seri- 
ous depression," Williams ex- 
plained. 

"Caregivers, people with chronic 
pain, people who are not as physi- 
cally fit as they once were who are 
not able to do the things that they 
once could and people who experi- 
ence losses can all become de-

pressed." she continued. 

WilliaAS, who qxscializes 
in the mental health problems of 
older adults, stated retirement can 
often bring on sevoe depression. 

"People who have worked all 
Uieir lives, whose friends are at 
work and whose support systems 
are at work suddenly lose these 
valuable supports. People who have 
hobbies and are involv^ in com- 
munity activity seem to handle re- 
tirement better because they have 
outside interests," she said. 

Keats said often because a person 
may be going through a life 
change, family members or well- 
meaning friends may dismiss th 
obvious symptoms of depress 
They fell that they too would 
some time to adjust to marital -. 
ration or divwce or retirement 



"There is a tendency to want to 
minimize the problem," Keats said. 
"If the symptoms have gone on for 
more than two weeks, it's time to 
approach that person and tell them 
what you see." 

'Xiive yourself some time fw get- 
ting back' into a routine after the 
holidays or a big change," 
Jaglowski recommended. 
"Acknowledge what has happened 
and give yourself time to adjust. In 
a month evaluate how you feel. If 
you still feel sluggish apd don't 
want to do anything, maybe it is 
time to get help." 

"If you can talk to them, and at 
least get them to accept help or talk 
to someone tor evaluation, there are 
a lot of things that can be done for 
dqnessbn," Williams said. 

"You need a thorough woilcup," 
Keats emphasized. "There are any 
number if symptoms which can 
mimic depression. You need to be 
sure your symptoms are not the re- 
sult of medication, physical ill- 
nesses or the result of substance 
abuse." 

What should you do if 

someone you love seems to be suf- 
fetiag fiom signs of depression? 

"I recommend family members 
don't use labels such as 'depressed,"* 
Jaglowski stated. "Just tell the per- 
son what you see and compare it to 
past behavior." 

Jaglowski also recommended 
family members keep track of days 
which might be difficult for an 
older member of their family who 
may have a lost a loved one or a 
ckisefiiend. 

"The first time there is an empty 
seat at the table, or that card hasn't 
come, it ends something that, has 
been very importanL"

The local delegates, in addition, discussed 
this Ixoadly with their constituencies throughout the 
council. 

Most girls will continue to say "God" when they 
make the Girl Scout Promise. But the new flexibility 
gives girls of different faiths a choice not a frivolous 
Chdce, but one that can be carefully arrived at by the 
girl. and her family. 

T]he motivadag.|ni9fr4Q.QiriScQ^g is a qnritual 
onefbut this spiritui|ti^ is not tied to any one de- 
nomination, sect or religion. 

Chartered by the United States Congress as a non- 
sectarian group, the Girl Scout organization never had 
made an attempt to interpret OT define the word "God." 



However, Oiri Scouting does encourage each mem- 
berio develop a deeper understanding (tf hN- own faith 
dirou^ speciti awards called religious recognitk>ns. 

These awards for Girl Scouts are offered by a wide 
variety of religious groups, including the Baha'i fifdth, 
Buddhist faith, l^iscopal faith, Jewish faith, Islamic 
faith, Lutheran faith, Roman Catholic faith and odi- 
ers. 

This is not a matter of "political correctness." 

It is a matter of being true to the mission of the 
Girl Scout or^ization - to reach out to girls of ev- 
cty ethnic, racial, religious and cultural background. 
Girl Scouts is a worldwide organization encompass- 
ing many races, languages, cultures and rdigions. It 
offers girls wondoful positive expniences through 
which they build ndues, develop leadership skills and 
build self-esteem.

Freedom of religion still a timely issue 



Through the years, laws byT^ 
legislative branch and decisions by 
the Supreme Court concerning reli- 
gious freedom have illustrated the 
tension be- 
tween gov- 
ernment's duty 
to prevent the 
establishment 
of religion and 
the indivi- 
dual's right to 
freedom of ex- 
pression. 

Under the 
First Amend- 
ment, freedom 
of religion is a 
two-pronged 
right. First, the 
government is 
forbidden to 
establish or 
help religion. 
Thus, the Con-

^— — ^— — — vides for the 
separation of church and state.

Second, the government is fmbid- 
den to interfere with or regulate reli- 
gion. It must remain neutral, neither 
helping nor hindering the free exer- 
cise of religion. 

Almost a century after the passage 
of the Fu^t Amendment, the Su- 
preme Court heard the first case in- 
volving the free exercise of religion 
in Reynolds v. United States (1878) 
when George Reynolds, a Mormon, 
practiced polygamy. 

A United States statute makes 
bigamy a crime. Reynolds was con- 
victed of the crime of bigamy. 

The court upheld the conviction, 
stating, "Laws are made for the gov- 
ernment of actions, and while they 
cannot interfere with mere religious 
belief and (pinions, they may with 
practices." 

But the debate over religious free- 
dom has continued to the present 
day. 

Just two months ago. Public Law 
103-141 was passed by the 103d 
Congress Nov. 16. This Religious 
Freedom Restoration Act of 1993 



purports to protect the fiee exercise 
of religion. 

In this Act, Congress asserts laws 
"neutral" toward religion may bur- 
den religious exercise as surely as 
laws intended to uiterfere with reli- 
gious exercise, and that govern- 
ments should not substantially bur- 
dea religious exercise without com- 
pelling justification. 

Congress qwcifically criticize the 
Supreme Court, pdnting out that in 
Employment Division v. Smith 494 
U.S. 872 (1990). the court virtually 
eliminated the requiremoit that the 
government justify burdens on reli- 
gious exercise imposed by laws neu- 
tral toward religion. 

Thus, the Act's purposes are to 
restore the "compelling interest" test 
as set forth in Sherbert v. Vemer 
(1%3) and Wisconsin v. Yoder 
(1972) and h guarantee its i^lica- 
tion in all cases where free exercise 
<A religion is sutetantially burdened i 
and to provide a claim w defense to 
persons whose religious exercise is 
substantially burdened by govern- 



ment 

We the people can watch with in- 
terest the next "free exercise" case 
considered by the Supreme Court.'

This is a coop- 
erative program between the Soudi- 
eastem Public Service Authority and 

the city.

Pests, weather causing tree deaths 



Foresters say 
area is under 
much stress

II has been a bad year for the 
city's trees, according to Area 
Fbrester David Sgicer. whose ofHce 
serves Virginia Beach. Chesapeake 
and Portsmouth. 

"In addition to insect outbreak 
that have killed millions of pines, 
oaks and hemlocks, we've had the 
second driest and fiftii warmest 
summer dn record," he noted. "Our 
f(»ests and shade bees are under a 
lot of stress." 

Accoding to Spicer. healUi care 
for urban and rural forests means 
much more than just caring for 
shade and ornamental trees. 
However, tite ivinciples are similar, 
he said. 

Location and protection are the 
keys to healthy yard trees. 

Location determines how much 
light the leaves receive, how much 
soil is available to the roots and 
how much water they are likely to 
get. 

"When you plant a tree," Spicer 
said, "try to imagine what it will 
look like when it is full grown. 
Ask yourself if there is enough 
space for its leaves to get light and 
its roots to get water without inter-

ference from walls, roofs or ov^- 
head wires." 

Once a tree is established, it 
needs protection, something many 
tree owners fail to provide. The re- 
sult is unhealthy trees. 

"People tend to forget about tree 
roots because they are out of sight, 
and this often leads to unintended 
damage," the fofester said. 

Spicer emphasized roots need air 
and water to stay healthy so that 
they can suj^ly the tree with water 
and nutrients from the soil. 

"Most roots are quite near the 
soil surface. When a tree is located 
in areas of heavy foot traffic or 
equipment use, the soil becomes 
compacted. 

"This reduces the amount of air 
and water available to the roots, 
which causes some of them to die. 
A weak root system usually results 
in the dieback of branch tips and in- 
creases the likelihood of attack by 
pests, which weakens the tree even 
further," he explained. 

Soil compaction can be jHevented 
by controlling traffic patterns. 
Where this isn't practical, mulching 
will he^ considerably. Periodic aer- 
ation should be provided;^ com- 
paction persists. 

Mechanical aerators are available 
from equipmrat rental businesses. 

Root systems also need protec- 
tion from other kinds of distur- 
bances. TlvE addition m removal of 
soil or the reshaping of ground 
around the trees should be avoided, 
Spicer said. 

These practices tend to injure 
roots directly or to deprive them of 
oxygen and to change water avail- 
ability. 

"Anything that alters the soil en- 
vironment can harm the tree," 



Spicer sud. 

Portions of the tree above the 
ground also need piMection because 
most pests get into a tree through 
injuries in the baik. 

According to Bill Roesch. an- 
other area forester, pine beetles were 
of partkular trouble this year. 

"The way these beetles woik is 
they hott iq^under the bark and ex- 
cavate S-shaped galleries. They're 
wwking the phloem area (just under 
the bark). 

"All the food and sugar the tree 
produces are in this area. The bee- 
tles prevent the nutrients from get- 
ting to the root system, and the tree 
dies," he staled. 

"In shwt," said Spicer, "put a tree 
in the right ^)ot and don't disturb 
it. Each spring, look to see if fo- 
liage is dense, of normal size and 
good, healthy cokK. . . 

"If the folia^ looks good, the 
tree will do well^ 

Newly-planted trees should be 
watered during dry weather until 
they become established, but 
watering is seldom practical after 
that, he continued. 

"Healthy trees only need protec- 
tion, but unhealthy trees will often 
benefit from fertilization," Spicer 
said. 

Nitrogen is the element most 
likely to make a difference. Make 
sure the fu^t number on the fertil- 
izer bag is larger than the other two 
because it tells the nitrogen per- 
centage. 

Spicer recommended fertilizing 
through April, whenever the ground 
is not frozen. 

"But when trees get old and large, 
there is little we can do to help 
them," he said.

"If it doesn't just hdpptn one 
year, and seems to happen year after 



year, that person may have 
Seasonal Affectiveness Disorder," 
he explained. 

"Depression is normal fw every- 
body. To try and deny that will 
usually result in it coming back to 
you in some other way because 
your body is hurting. To stay 
healthy you need to be in touch 
with what is ha^iening with you." 

Williams recommended older 
adults get out and tweak the isola- 
tion that makes them prey to seri- 
ous depression. 

"I hope my telqihone begins to 
ring a lot," she laughed. "We really 
want to help. I personally would be 
delighted if were were suddenly 
overwofked!"

It is nm so easy to become personally involved — to offer to 
move a battered spouse tt) safe shelter, to babysit chikJren while 
she seeks help through tiierapy, or to lover her when she msdces 
decisbns that go against the most basic ideals. 

In this area residents are blessed with volunteers who 
selflessly give of tiiemselves and offer shelter to battered 
women. 

They arc in need of food, clothing, children's clotiiing and 
toys, as well as a continuing need for help in maintaining tiie 
shelter itself. ' 

The question we need to ask ourselves is whether we are 
willing to give some of our time or resources to ensure the 
Bobbits are an unusual and isolated case.

Garbed in traditional Old West 
ckMhing, Rine. otherwise known as 
The Cowboy Who Cares," and his 
five-p^son ensemble p^ormed a 
IS-minute skit featuring all you'd 
expect to find in a weston — 
horses, a saloon giri, bank robbers, 
die town marshall and even an un- 
dertaker.

The plan goes to the Planning 
Resort Area Advisory Committee 
and the planning commission for 
review. 

In addition to the year^ound goal 
and the traditional family resort des- 
tination image, the plan consists of 
five other goals — develop cran- 



piementary resort centers and corri- 
dors, enhance excellence and image 
of resort area devek^nnent, integrate 
natural environments into resort 
plans, shift gradu^ly toward a tran- 
sit-oriented transportation system, 
and plan the resort area for k)cal res- 
idents and visitors. 

Central to the plan presented by 
Planning Director Robert Smith at 
a wcvk session "Tuesday is locking 
at'the oceanfront as a unified area, 
rather than a collection of busi- 
nesses, uid to devise a circulation 
and parking system to^serve all in- 
stead of its parts. 

To do this, multi-purpose park- 
ing lots and garages would be lo- 
cated near key entrances to the area, 
with a trolley system to circulate 
pec^le through the aea. 

Scott said there is nothing revo- 
lutionary in the plan. Which is a 
"new look at the resort area." 

The plan also calls for die devel- 



opment and marketing of four key 
areas: ^ 

■ The Pavilion area - add a 
Beach services centN and possibly a 
flagship hotel and to encourage pri- 
vate investment; 

■ The Dome site - sufficient 
public property is available for 
prime development; 

■ The Rudee Loop - under con- 
solidated ownership the site lends 
itself to high quality developrooit; 
and, 

■ The 30th Street property - the 
largest undeveloped piece of the re- 
sort area to provide an aivironmen- 
tally-sound stimulus to the upgrad- 
ing of Laskin Road. /, 

The plan sees an Atlantic Avenue 
with fewer automobiles, a more at- 
tractive Pacific Avenue with under- 
ground utility lines, and an ex- 
panded boardwalk in connection 
with the storm {n-otection project, 
with wide sidewalks, separate mke- 



way and boardwalk-scale transit op- 
eration. 

For the Laskin Road area, the 
plan includes development of an in- 
door entertainment center or theater, 
outdoor thnne parte and acc6nq»iy- 
ing shops, restaurants and public 
opcaspatx. 

About the worst entrance to the 
city is Virginia Beach Boulevard, 
according to the plan, with its 
hodge-podge of shops, vacant shops 
and generally deteriorating appear- 
ance. 

The plan recoipmends construc- 
ticm of parking facilities at three k>- 
cations — at Fifth Street, near 
Laskin Road and around 19th 
Stre^ with incentives provided fw 
motorists who use the facilities. 

Until the plan is complete, the 
poposal caUs for an interim park- 
ing strategy focused on the tempo- 
rary parking fpcility under construc- 
tion on 2Sth Street. 



Soul searching continues over ordinance

Petition to choose eiectorai 
system now circulating

The Council of Civic Organiza- 
tion of Virginia Beach (CCO) is 
circulating a petition to allow die 
people to decide in a referendum 
whether they want the present elec- 
ttnal system to continue or to adopt 
an equal population district system 
{Moposed by the CCO. 

To get the question on the ballot, 
the CCO needs 22,750 signatures 
by March I. 

The city presently has an at-large 
system for the election of city 
council members. All voters in the 
city are permitted to vote for all 1 1 
council membo^. 

However, seven of the members 
must be from the city's seven bor- 
oughs. Four, including the mayor, 
are at-laige. 

Large boroughs, such as 
Kempsville (with a population of 
144,963) and small boroughs, such 
as Blackwato- (with a population of 
966), and one representative each. 

The CCO plan would continue 
with a 7-4 plan, but would realign 
the bmoughs so that diey would be 
a roughly equal pqnilation and al- 
low only the voters within the bor- 
ough to vote for the borough repre- 
sentative. 

The other four members, includ- 
ing the maycM'. woukl be elected at- 
large.

The city council had opted to 
place on the ballot a modified 7-4 
system. .-.-^-^ 

Elections would be at-large, but 
the boroughs would be realigned to ' 
some extent by dividing the 
Kempsville Borough into two b(M-- 
oughs and combining the 
Blackwater and Pungo boroughs and 
part of Princess Anne Borough into 
one. 

Council later decided not to put 
anything on the ballot. 

The modified 7-4 system, the 
CCO said, still left the city with an 
unbalanced district system. 

Maurice B. Jackson, chairman of 
the CCO reapportionment commit- 
tee, listed the advantages of the 
CCO plan: 

■ A person of moderate means 
will stand a chance in the city 
council race because he ot she will 
have to reach only the people in his 
(M- her district 

■ A poson elected by his district 
voters only will have more ac- 
countability. 

■ Persons in all seven bnoughs 
will have equal oi^rtunities run- 
ning for council. 

■ And a minority candidate will 
stand a miKh better chance at being 
^cied.

ad^)ted by the city, and to adopt 



01 revise comqxiehensive plans as 
necessary for comfrfiance with the 
Act 

Among the issues addressed are 
revegetation buffers and aquatic 
vegetatkxi, the study of the Owl's 
Creek-Rudee Inlet watershed, 
minimizing pervious surfaces on 
conunercial and multi-family de- 
velopment sites, using nonstruc- 
tural or vegetative stormwater 
controls, protection of groundwa- 
ter supplies in relation to haz- 
ardous materials spills, and 
sewage diqx)sal systems, and a 
water quality impact assessment 

Some of the objectives listed 
require extending city water and 
sewer into neighborhoods where 
the use of wells and septic tanks 
is not a feasible or desirable al- 
ternative for water supply or 
sewage disposal, enforcing the 
city's mandatory water connection 
ordinances and promoting the 
city's natural resources for eco- 
nomy develc^xnent and environ- 
mental education.

The city is leaving no stone un- 
turned in its efforts to Itoep the 
Naval Air Station (NAS) Oceana at 
its existing site. 

City council Ttiesday referred to 
the planning commission an 
amendment to the City Code ad- 
dressing noise attenuation features 
in buildings affected by flight oper- 
ations at NAS Oceana.
